The  completion 
of  the  harvest  in  Canada  and  Scotland  in,  the  month- of  October  will  mark  the 
end  of  harvesting  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere,  to  be  immediately  resmied  in 
November  by  the  grain  producing  countries  <  o:f -the  Soutaern  Hemispnere. 

In  Europe,  official  gov encment .  returns  of  areaj  yield;and  conditions, 
iiave  .a  tendency  to.  bear  out  the  favorable  pre-ioarvest  estimates  publisned  by 
this  Bureau.      There  is  nothing  official  to  report  concairiing  the  crops  of  Rus 
althougn  indications  from  unofficial  sources  snow  tnat  some  shipnents  of  w.ieat 
are  being  made  from  Odessa.      In  England  and  Wales,  threshing  has  been  corrmon 
vyith  the,  result  tjnat  the  yield  and  quality  of  wheat  and  oats  are  not  so.  lew  as 
farmers  expected*      The  later  sown  crops  ripen  .very  slowly,  and  some  fanners 
are  cutting  when  quite  green  which  must  affect  'the  yield  and  quality  of  the 
grain,  especially  in  the  ease  of  barley.      Root  crops  are  doing  well.  In 
Denmark  the  official  crop  report  for  September  1,  shows  moderate  deterioration 
but  grain  crops  are  still  mostly -over  average.    Potatoes  and  root  crops  are  ' 
a.bout  average.     In  Germany  the  cutting  of  spring  crops  began  at  the  end  of 
July.    Rye  iarvesting  is  about  finished  and  the  general  opinion  is  tlmt  the  ou 
turn  of  rye  and  barley  will  be  rather  less  tiian  expe .cted  while  tnat  of  wheat 
r.n±  oats  will  be  satisfactory*      In  Ireland  the  prospects  for  cereals  with  the 
er.  caption  of  spring  wheat  are  fairly  good.      The  spring  wneat  crop  will» 
according  to  predictions,        only  fair.    This  yearns  harvest  of  cereals  in 
Bulgaria  shows  an  increase  4)f  about  30  per  cent  over  t:mt  of  1919,  so  that  t/is 
total  crop  is  expected  to  be  about  3,286,000  tons.    The  total  consumption  is 
estiiDated  at  abcut  1 , 905,000  ,ton5,  .thus  having  a  balance  for  export  of  about 
1,381,000  tons.      The  wneat  crop  of  Italy  is  estimated  at  about  4,007,000  tons 
against  4,620,i000  in  1919.    There  is. an  increase  Of  nearly  5  per  cent  in  the 
crop  of  rye,  but  a  reduction  of  about  .one- third  in  t/ e  case  of  barley  and  one- 
fifth  for  oats,    rln  Sweden  .the  crop  prospefcts  are  ■reported  as  somewnat  above 
average.    In  Poland  it  is  estimated  that^  the  6rops  in  general  will  be  notice- 
ably larger  -tlian  tne  average  for  the  preceding  yearss      Crop  estimates  for 
Roxmania  indicate  a  yield  below. -tne  average  for  wheat  and  rye,  but  a  fall 
average  for  barley  and  oats.  ■  It  is  rdport-ed'that  the  wheat  and  rye  crops  of 
Hungary  will  be  good  and  ^a  surplus  is  expected  for  export'*    Other  cereals  croi'i 
are  reported  as  moderate.      The  harvest  in  Austria  is  reported  as  generally 
good.      In  France  the  wheat  outturn  in  general  appears  to  be  deficient,  3arl<; 
ia  as  a.  rule,  favorably;  mentioned  arid  ^oats  Ji*-e.;SXpscted  to  yield  well.  In 
Luxemburg-  the  prospects  of  wheat  and  rye  are  reported  as  -good  witn  barley  and 
oats  a  little  .above  average.    In  Hollan'd  wheat  and  rye  are  from  10  to  16  per 
cent  above  the  average  w-iile  barley  and  oat's  are  not  so  good  although  still 
above  the  average.

-  The  wheat  crop  of  .Belgium  is  •Estimated  at  about  90  per  c  - 
of  last  gear's  outturn  while  oats  and  barley  are  about  20  per  cent  above  last 
year's  cropst    In  Jugo-Slavia  it  is  reported  the  outturn  of  the  cereal  crops 
will  shov/  a  surplus  over  heme  consuiaption«  ; 

In  Asia  the  agricultural  prospects  for  India  are  reported  as  generally 
good  although  the  monsoon  continued  weak  and  more  moisture  was  needed  in  many 
sections.      In  Japan  the  aggregate  cereal  crop  shows  a  decrease  of  1.8  per  ce^  • 
CQin^^cd  witn  last  year)  and  0.. 2  per  cent  compared  with  an  average  year. 
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In  China  drought  and  political  disturbances  have  caused  the  crops  to  suffer 
considerably.    Rains  nave  been  plentiful  throughout  Persia  tnis  season  and  it 
is  generally  believed  this  will  be  one-  of  the  best  agricultural  years  Persia 
has  had  for  a  decade* 

In  North  America  reports  from  Canada  indicate  a  cereal  harvest  far  in 
excess  of  that  of  last  year,  wheat  alon.5fe  showing  a  yield  of  96,238,000  bushels 
greater  tnan  that  of  1919«      In  Mexico  a  significant  shortage  of  the  a-ujxmer  co. 
crop  is  expected  in  tlis-^State  of  Sinaloa,  especially  unless  tne  rains  continue 
well  into  October* 

In  Northern  Africa,  returns  from  Egypt  indicate  all  staple  crops  with 
the  exception  of  cotton  t^o  be  slightly  above  average,  and  cotton  is  only  about 
2  per  cent  below  the  average.    The  1919-20  crops  -f  Tunis  have  made  poor  progr,- ■  ; 
since  April,     Crops  are,   in  fact,   short  in  the  North,  and  almost  nil  in  the 
Central -South, 

Reports  from  tne  Southern  Hemisphere  are  rather  optimistic.  General 
crop  conditions  in  Argentina  inave  improved.    Light  scattered  rains  are  reported 
but  more  moisture  is  needed.      In  Australia  beneficial  rains  are  ensuring  a 
crop  greatly  above  anything  anticipated  at  the  early  planting  season,
